Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 
Ciiy io»y wqnirt SECTION 1, The City o£ Maiden, for the purpose of surface 
•in^i,&c., for drainage, may by its board of street commissioners improve the 
auiiica draioace brooks and natural streams or any part thereof flowing in or 
through the city, by widening the same, removing obBtmctions in 
or over them, diverting the water, or by altering the courses or 
deepening the channels thereof, and may conduct the water of any 
such brook or stream through pipes or conduits, or convert the 
same, whether in its original channel or after the alteration of 
the course of the same, wholly or in part into a covered conduit;

On the second Tuesday of December 
annually the qualified voters in the several wards shall give in their 
votes by ballot for mayor, aldermen, common councilmen and school 
committee, in accordance with the provisions of this act. All the 
votes so given shall be assorted, counted, declared and recorded in 
open ward meeting, by causing the names of the persons voted for 
and the number of votes given for each to be written in the ward 
record at length. The clerk of the ward, within twenty-four hours

order, resolution or vote, until within twenty-four hours of the 
time when it would take effect without the approval of the mayor. 
In case such disability of the mayor continues for a period exceed- 
ing sixty days the city council, by concurrent vote, may at any time 
after the expiration of that period declare a vacancy to exist in the 
office of mayor, and on the death or resignation of the mayor it 
shall be the duty of the city council to declare such vacancy imme- 
diately.

An Act to reduce the number op members op the school com- 
mittee OP THE CITY OF MALDBN.

Section. 1. The ecbool committee of the city of Maiden shall 
hereafter coDBiet of five members, to be elected by Buch pereous as 
ehall be qualified to rote for school committee in said city; but no 
person shall be eligible for election to the committee who is not an 
inhabitant of the city and has not been a lesideiit for at least three 
years continuously prior to the election. The school committee 
shall serve without compensation and their terms of office shall 
■ begin with the beginning of the municipal year following their 
election. At the annual municipal election next following the 
acceptance of this act, as hereinafter provided, two persons shall 
be elected as aforesaid, to hold office for three years, two for two 
years and one for one year; and thereafter at each annual municipal 
election there shall be elected for the term of three years so many 
persons as may he necessary tti fill the places of the member or 
members of said committee whose term or terms are about to ex- 
pire.

CHAPTER IV. 

0BDINANCE8, _ 

Section 1, Every ordinance, after its paaaage to' be enrolled in 
concurrence, ehall be enrolled by the city clerk, or by his direction, 
without interlineation; after which it shall be examined by the com- 
mittee on enrolled ordinances of the common council; and upon 
being found by said committee to be truly and correctly enrolled, 
it shall be reported to the common council, when the question shall 
be upon passing it to bo ordained. After its passage to be ordained, 
it shall be signed by the president, and sent to the board of alder- 
men, where a like examination shall be made by the committee on 
enrolled ordinances of t^e board, and the same proceeding be bad 
as in the common council; and when an ordinance shall have pa^ed 
to be ordained, it shall be signed by the chairman of the board. 
The city clerk shall thereupon present it to the mayor, entering 
upon the journal of the board the date and hoar of such presenta- 
tion. After it has been approved by the mayor, or has been passed, 
as is provided by the city charter, the city clerk shall cause.it to be 
recorded as provided in section three of chapter one.

Charter Sect. 14, Acts 1905, Chap. 373. 

Section 1. The auditor shall receive all accounts and claima Auditor wi 
from personB having demands against the city, which have been cer- ™j '^^ 
tified as provided in section one of chapter fourteen, and carefully 
examine the same; shall see that they are correctly cast and ap- 
proved, and shall present them neatly folded, labelled, and re- 
corded, to the committee on accounts. He shall keep books in such 
maimer and form as the committee on accounts direct, wherein he 
shall record the amount of every account and claim against the city 
presented as aforesaid, and as corrected and allowed by said com- 
mittee, and alsO' the name of the person to vhom the same is 
allowed, designating the funds or appropriations from which the 
same shall be paid ; and the certificate of said committee, allowing 
such accounts or claims, shall be made, monthly, at the close of 
said record. 

Sect. 2, He shall, under the direction of the committee on To tx mit 
accounts, keep his accounts in such form and in such detail as may ^^^^^^^^ 
be necessary to a clear exhibit of all expenditures and leceipte. Heuxounu. 
shall keep an account with the treasurer, charging him with the 
whole amount of taxes assessed for collection ; with the amount of 
loans and sums of money that may be borrowed for the city; and 
with all other receipts. He shall credit each account with its appro- 
priation for the financial year, and with its receipts, and charge 
against the same the expenditures as they shall from time to time be 
allowed. Whenever an appropriation for any account is expended, 
the auditor shall immediately give notice thereof to the mayor and 
the committee on accounts; and said committee shall not pass or 
allow any claim or account chargeable against such appropriation, 
until the city council provide the means of paying the same. 

Sect. 3. He shall, as early as practicable in each month, furnish Monthly 
to the mayor and each member of the city council and municipal "*""*"'■ 
boards a statement, showing the condition of each account, and 
giving the amoanta of appropriations, receipts, expenditures, and 
unexpended balances under the same. 
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Sect. 4. He shall, at the close of each quarter year, and as 
much offener as he deems it expedient, examine and audit the ac- 
counts of the treasurer, collector of taxes, and water registrar; and 
for tliat purpose shall have access to all books and vouchers in pos- 
eession of any officer of the city. He shall make report thereof to 
the mayor and city council, quarterly. He shall also examine at 
the end of each year all notes and securities belonging to the city 
in the hands of the sinking fund commissioners and report as 
aforesaid. 

Sect. 5. He shall countersign all bonds, not^, and certificates 
■ of indebtedness issued by authority of the city council, and also all 
orders drawn by the mayor on the treasurer, as provided in section 
five of chapter fourteen. 

Sect, 6. He shall report to the city council, as early fts practi- 
cable at the beginning of each financial year, under the directionof 
the committee on accounts, the amount of appropriations, expendi- 
tures, and receipts during the preceding financial year in detail; 
and the whole shall be arranged, as far as practicable, to conform 
to the accounts of the treasnrer. He shall include in said r^ort 
a statement of the funded and temporary loans, the rate of inter- 
est thereon, and shall exhibit the liabilities and assets as shown ob 
the hooks in his office at the close of the financial year. ■ 

Sect. 7. Whenever any order is drawn upon the treasurer, the 
auditor shall charge the amount under the appropriate head of ex- 
penditure, and report the same and the amount thereof to the 
committee on accounts at its next meeting. 
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CHAPTER XII. 

CITY PHT8ICIAN. 

Charter Sect. 14. 



Section 1. The city physician shall be the almshouse physician, ciiyphyiicw 
and, under the direction of the overseers of the poor, shall visit and ""^ '^™')^"'' 
prescribe for all the sick poor within the city. He shall render Dmio, 
such assistance to the board of health as it may require. He shall 
vaccinate, free of charge, all persons sent to him by the overseers of 
the poor for that purpose, and shall be one of the consulting phy- 
sicians in examinations of the insane poor. He shall collect no noi to coiiec 
fees from any patient to whom he is called as city physician, unless J^^^^ms' 
the overseers of the poor, on investigation, shall determine that ■ 
such patient is not entitled to medical attendance at the expense 
of the city. 

Sect. 2. He shall, when requested by the mayor, the commit- 
tee on police, or the chief of police, make examination concerning 
the condition of officers absent from duty; and also all cases of 
injury whereby the city may become liable. He shall, at the re- 
quest of the chief of police, or officer in charge of the station, attend 
prisoners who require medical or surgical treatment. 

Sect, 3. He shall annually, in January, report to the city coun- shiiimakei 
cil concerning the professional services rendered during the pre- ""Jl^'j"'"' 
ceding year, and make such suggestions as he may deem proper. council.

the general supervision of the appropriations made to meet the 
expenditures of their respective departments.

) month for the examinatioD and approval of bills, which shall be 
recorded in detail. A majority of each of said boards and commit- 
tees — except the school committee — shall certify, .by their signa- 
tures, their approval of such bills, and deliver them to the auditor 
on or before the fifth day of each month. All bills approved by the 
school committee shall be certified by the secretary and three mem- 
bers of that board.

Sect. 8. Whenever a loan shall be authorized by the city coun- 
cil, bondB or notes of the city, so prepared as to meet its coaditious, 
Bhall be issued therefor under the direction of the auditor and 
dieposed of under the direction of the committee on Snanee, in 
such manner as may best promote the interests of the city; and all 
bonds issued by the city shall be signed in the name and in behalf 
of the city, by the mayor and the city treasurer, and countersigned 
by the auditor, and shaH bear the seat of the city; and for all tem- 
porary loans, the note or notes of the same shall be signed by the 
treasurer, countersigned by the auditor, and approved by the mayor. 
The auditor shall keep a record of all bonds and notes so signed, 
countersigned, and approved, ent«ring the same against a mem- 
orandura of the order authorizing the loan. 

Sect, 9. The committee on finance shall, in the month of Feb- 
ruary, annually, submit to the city council an estimate of the 
amount of money necessary to be raised for the ensuing financial 
year, under the various heads of appropriation, and recommend the 
ways and means of raising the same.

Whoever is duly licensed or permitted to occupy a part of a 
street, while erecting or repairing a building, or making an excava- 
tion, or for any other purpose, shall, under the direction of the 
board, provide a safe and convenient passage for pedestrians around 
or over the obstruction so caused, and shall be responsible to the 
city for all injuries sustained in consequence of his neglect so to do, 
and shall be liable to a penalty of not more than twenty dollars for 
each day's continuance of such neglect; and he shall at any time, 
when so requested by the board or by any agent or employee of the 
same, or by a police ofBcer, exhibit his license or permit for such 
occupation.

There shall also be a reserve police force consisting of as many Rt«" 
reserve officers as the mayor and aldermen shall from time to time g^ ^'^ 
appoint. 

The chief of police and all other officers and members of the 
department shall have all the powers of constables, except the 
power of serving and ^editing the civil process, and all the powers 
of watchmen under general laws. 

Sect, 2. The chief of police shall be the chief executive officer chief . 
of the police department, and shall be responsible for its discipline '" 
and efficiency. He shall, under the direction of the mayor and sub- 
ject to his orders, have the entire control of the department, its 
officers and members, and may make rules and regulations for their 
government. He shall have the care of the police station, shall 
have the care and custody of all property of the city used by the 
department, shall keep a record of all its business, and shall report 
to the city solicitor all accidents occasioned by defects in streets. 

Sect. 3. He may, in his discretion, suspend from duty andMiyn 
report to the mayor, any members of the department who, in his "^^l 
Judgment, ought to be suspended; but such suspension shall be

reported forthwith to the board of aldennen, and shall not con- 
tinue for more than ten days, except by ita vote; and the pay of 
euch officer shall not be allowed during the period between his sua- 
pension and hia reinstatement or discharge, unless by special vote 
of the committee on police. 

Sect. 4. The patrolmen ehall, during such hours as the rules 
and regulations of the department prescribe, walk the rounds in 
and about such of the Btreeta as the chief of police shall direct, to 
prevent danger by fire, and to see that order is kept, and that all 
disturbances and disorders are prevented and suppressed, and shall 
perform such other duties as the chief of police shall direct. They 
shall take notice of all obstructions, nuisances, and defects in the 
streets, and, if authorized, remove the same when practicable, forth- 
with. They shall notice all street lamps not lighted at proper 
times, or not burning during proper hours, or which are tmclean or 
give insufficient light, and shall forthwith report thereon, and also 
on any other matters affecting the health or safety of the public, to 
the chief of police; and they shall faithfully execute and obey all 
orders of the chief of police, and of the oSicer who, in his absence, 
shall be charged with his duties.

They shall receive no 
compensation except when employed, and while employed shall be 
subject to all rules prescribed for the department and receive the 
same compensation that patrolmen receive during their first year 
of service.

f. "Height of a building" means the vertical distance of the 
highest point of the r»of above the mean grade of the curbs of all 
the streets, or the mean grade of the natural ground adjoining the 
building, if the said grade of ground is not below the grade of the 
curb. 

g. "Height of wail" means the height from the mean grade of 
the ground adjoining the wall to the highest point of the wall. 

h. "Party. wall" means every wall used, or built to be need, as 
a separation of two or more buildings. 

i. "Partition wall" means any interior wall of masonry in a 
building. 

j. "Span" means the distance in clear open space between sup- 
ports. 

INSPECTION OP BniLDINOa DEPARTMENT. 

Sect. 3. The department for the inspection of buildings shall Drpan 
be nnder the charge of the Inspector of Buildings, who shall, in '^^^l^ 
accordance with the statutes and ordinances, issue permits for and ings. 
inspect the erection and alteration of buildings in the city; shall 
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keep a register of the names of all persons carrying on the busi- 
ness of plumbing, who shall apply to him to be registered; shall 
issue permits for doing plumbing work, and shall, by himself or 
one of his assistants, inspect all plumbing work, before the same is 
used. 

He shall not be employed or engaged in any other business, or be 
interested in any contract for building or for furnishing materialB. 

THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

DuiiMofibe Shot. 3. The Inspector shall be the superintendent of public 

'iMUcbtiid- buildings, and, under the direction of the committee on public 
ing.. property, Rhall have the Buperviaion and charge of their repairs; 

he shall keep himself acquainted with their condition, and shall 
ejiamine and certify all bills for work on them, previous to their 
approval by the committee. He shall superintend their erection, 
and shall examine and certify all bills rendered on account of the 
same previous to their approval by the committee or board author- 
ized to erect them, and shall see that the conditions of contracts, 
and the plans and specifications, if any, are faithfully carried out. 
He shall perform such other duties as may be required of him by 
the mayor and aldermen, or the ordinances. He shall examine all 
churches, halls, and other buildings, or structures used, or intended 
to be used, temporarily or permanently, for any public purpose ; all 
schoolhouses and schoolrooms, public or private; and all buildings 
used or intended to be used for manufacturing purposes in the 
city. In case such buildings, structures, or rooms are, from any 
cause, dangerous or unsafe, or are deficient in proper facilities for 
egress in case of fire or accident, it shall be the duty of the inspector 
to immediately notify, in writing, the owner, agent, or any person 
having an interest therein, and require such alterations or additions 
as, in the judgment of the inspector, the security of the public may 
require ; and such premises shall not be used or occupied until the 
required alterations or additions have been made. If such owner, 
agent, or person interested refuses or neglects to comply with the

fire, accident, or panic, or from any cause are dangerous or unsafe,

He shall keep an accurate record of all buildings sh»ntM 
belonging to the city, which ere in his department, and lands appur- '^^,^1^ 
tenant to such buildings, and he shall annually present to the city 
council a report in relation to the eame, showing their condition, 
and the nature and amount of expenditures that shall have been 
made upon them by him during the year next preceding, and a 
statement of the nature and extent of the repairs that in hia 
opinion should be made during the nest succeeding twelve months, 
and an estimate of the probable cost of the eame. 

THE INaPBCTOB OF BUILDINGS. 

Sect. 5. In his capacity of inspector of buildings he shall exam- Duties oi 
ine all buildings in course of erection, alteration, or repair, in the fP"'°' ' 
city, and make a record of all violations of the ordinances relating

2, and shall be made in such manner and of such materials as to 
insure a proper degree of cohesion and tenacity and secure thorough 
adhesion to the materials with which it is to be used. 
d- Sect. 16. For brick buildings, with walls not exceeding 25 feet 
^ in height, the foundation walls, if built of common stone, shall be 
not less than 30 inches thick at the bottom, and 30 inches thick at* 
the top. Where rubble or ledge stone is used one half of the bulk 
of the wall shall be built of through stone distributed throughout 
the wall; if built of block stone, in horizontal courses, the walls 
shall be not less than 16 inches thick the entire height, and shall 
rest upon a footing-course not less than 12 inches high and S4 
inches wide, and exterior and party walls, of brick, shall be not leas 
than 12 inches thick the entire height ; and shall be laid in mortar 
No. 3. All brick walls are to be carried up evenly all around the 
building; no wall is to advance in height more than 13 feet ahead 
of any other wall in connection with it. 
^- Sect. 17. For buildings of brick or stone structure with walls 
exceeding 25 feet in height, the foundation walls if built of stone 
shall be not less than 36 inches thick at the bottom and 24 inches 
thick at the top, and shall be kid in mortar No. 1 ; if built of block 
stone in horizontal courses the walls shall be not less than 18 
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inches thick the entire height and shall rest on a footing course not 
lees than 12 inches high and 30 inches wide and shall be laid in 
mortar No. 1 ; exterior and party walls of brick shall he not less 
than 16 inches to the top of the second floor level and not less than 
13 inches thick the remaining height and be laid in mortar No. 2. 

Walls of such buildings of 40 feet or more but not over 60 feet 
in height shall be 20 inches thick to the top of the second floor level 
and 16 iuchee thick to the top of the last floor and the remaining 
height 13 inches thick. Walls of such buildings of 60 feet or over 
but not over 80 feet in height shall be 24 inches thick to the top 
of the first floor level, 20 inches thick to the top of the upper floor 
level and to within 15 feet of the roof and 16 inches thick the 
remaining distance. 

The footings for the foundations of such bnildings 40 feet or f. 
more in height shall he of stone or concrete, or both, or of 
concrete, and stepped-up brickwork of sufQcient thickness and 
area to safely bear the weight to be Imposed thereon and 
to properly distribute such weight upon the surface on which it 
rests. If of concrete, the concrete shall not be less than 12 inches 
thick. If of stone, the stones shall not be less than 16 inches in 
thickness, and at least 12 inches wider than the bottom width of the 
foundation walls, and at least 13 inches wider on all sides than the 
bottom width of any piers, columns, or posts resting upon them. 
All footing stones shall be well bedded, and laid crosswise, edge to 
edge. If stepped-up footings of brick are nsed in place of stone 
above the concrete the steps or offset, if laid in single courses, shall 
each not exceed 1*^ inches, or if laid in double courses, then each 
shall not exceed 3 inches. 

Party and partition wails shall be built upon a footing-course of 
stone not less than 12 inches high and 24 inches wide where the 
character of the ground requires. 

Sect, 18. Every wooden building or structure hereafter bnilt in f, 
the city shall have foundations resting upon the solid ground, piles, "" 
concrete, or other durable support not less than 4 feet below the 
surface exposed to frost. 

Below grade the fonndation walls of wooden buildings shall be 
built of concrete or of stone or brick laid in mortar No. 1; 
if of stone the walls to be not less than S4 inches thick at the bot- 
tom and 16 inches at' the top; if of concrete there shall be a footing 
course 18 inches wide and 12 inches high supporting a wall of a 
uniform thickness of 12 inches.

The underpinning above grade of all wooden buildings shall be of 
concrete or of brick or stone laid in mortar No. 3. Brick walls of 
a height 4 feet or more shall be not lees than 12 inches thick. 

All parts of foundations of wooden buildii^ which are built of 
stone shall have one half of the bulk of the wall built of through 
Etone distributed throughout the wall. 

Sect. 19. All foundation walls shall be laid a sufficient distance 
below cellar bottom to secure a eoiid foundation. 

Sect. 20. The cellar of every dwelling house hereafter built 
where the grade or nature of the ground requires, and cellars of all 
buildings built upon filled or made land, shall have a bed of con- 
crete, or hydraulic cement and gravd, or tar and gravel, or asphalt, 
not less than 2 inches in thickness, spread over the cellar bottom, 
or shall be paved with brick, laid in cement, throughout the whole 
extent of the building; and where there is a basement floor over 
the cellar bottom, with an air space between the concrete and said 
floor, the air space shall be properly ventilated. 

Sect. 21. If each of the adjoining owners of brick or wooden 
structures shall erect a wall on his own land, the face of wall being 
the party line, or within 3 feet of the party line, instead of a party 
wall, such wall shall be not less than 12 inchra thick the entire 
height and such walls shall be of brick also as provided for in Sec- 
lion 17; and such walls and all party walls shall extend 2 feet 
above the roof of the highest building of which they are a part, and 
be coped with stone, concrete or metal, securely fastened; and 
wherever there is a projecting cornice on frcmt or rear of building, 
it shall be corbelled to the outer edge of all projections if built of 
brick. Party walls shall be built solid the entire height, except 
when chimneys are inserted therein ; in which case they shall be not 
less than 4 inches thick back of the chimneys to the party line. 
IS. Sect. 23. Every brick building erected hereafter in the ci^, 
more than 30 feet in width, — except halls, churches, theatres, rail- 
road stations, or other public buildings, — shall have one or more 
brick partition walls, not less than 12 inches thick, with founda- 
tions as provided in section 17, running from front to rear of build- 
ing, and carried up to the top of the second story floor joist. These 
walls shall be so located that the space between any two of the floor- 
bearing walls of the buildings shall be not over 25 feet in width. 

Iron or wooden girders, supported upon iron or wooden columns 
or brick piers, may be substituted for partition walls, and shall be 
of sufBcient strength to bear safely the weights which they are 
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intended to support. The piera or columns shall rest upon levellers 
1 foot thick, 30 inches square, or more according to the weight 
which they are to carry. 

All buildings hereafter erected to he used as tenement or lodging 
houses in excess of 30 feet in width shall have brick partition walls 
not less than IS inches thidt, on which floor beams shall rest for 
their entire height, and extending to the under side of roof board- 
ing and with foundations as provided in Sections 17 and 18. Said 
walls shall be not more than 25 feet apart unless iron columns and 
girders are substitated therefor, said girders to he protected by a 
coating of plaster 1 inch thick on wire lath and metal furring or 
some other incombustible material. All dwelling bouses shall have Firefmof pa«i- 
a fireproof partition wall between each set of up and down tene-' 
ments. 

Sect: S3. In every brick wall, every eighth course of brick shall HMd™ 
be a heading-conrse ; and when walls are faced with face brick, 
every eighth course shall be bonded with Flemish headers, or by 
using blind headers behind the same, or by splitting face brick and 
backing them with a continuous tow of headers. 

Sect. 84, Every bnilding of stone, brick or concrete intended to Anchonngoi 
be used for a church, school, public hall, or other public purpose, or ■* ■ ™- 
intended to be used for mercantile or manufacturing purposes shall 
have the walls thereof securely anchored at the floor levels by a 
wrought iron anchor not less than ^ inch thick and 1^^ inches 
wide and 3 feet long, to the end of each fourth floor timber, and 
where the floor timbers run parallel to the walla they shall be 
anchored every 10 feet and at the ends of all lines of bridging. 
Where a plate is used to receive the rafters, iron anchor bolts % 
inches round iron, 16 inches long, shall be built into the walls at a 
distance of 6 feet on centres, and where floor and roof timbers are 
in two lengths and rest on partition walls or girders, they shall be 
strapped together with wrought-iron straps or tie-irons, at the same 
distance apart, and in the same beams as the wall-anchors, and 
shall be well fastened, so as to form continuous ties across th4 
building. 

All roof or floor timbers entering the same party wall from oppo- 
site sides shall have at least 4 inches of sohd brickwork between the 
ends of said timbers. 

The butts or ends of all floor beams en- rafters ent»ing a brick 
wall shall be cat (m a splay of 3 inches in their width, and have 
hearings on the walls of 4 inches. 
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Sect. 25. All brick piera shall be built of good, hard, well 
bumed bricks, laid in mortar No. 1. 



FIBE ESCAPES. 

Sect. 26. Every building already erected, or that may be 
erected, in which operativee are employed above the second story, 
and every building of more than two stories and occupied, or to be 
occupied, above the second story as a tenement, boarding-house, or 
lodging house or for school purposes shall be provided with such 
stairways and fire escapes as may he ordered or approved by the 
board of aldermen. 

FRAMES OF BCIIJ)INGS. 

1 Sect. 27. In all wooden buildings not exceeding three stories in 
height, the posts of which exceed 22 feet in length, the sills shall be 
not less than 6x8 inches, and the posts and girths not less than 
4x8 inches. In all such buildings the posts of which are 82 feet or 
less in length the sills shall be not less than 6x6 inches, and the 
posts and girths not less than 4x6 inches, except that in such 
buildings the posts of which do not exceed 18 feet in length, end 
girths not less than 4x6 inches may be used. In apartment and 
tenement houses over two stories in height there shall be proper 
diagonal bracing in at least the two cross partitions nearest the 
centre on each floor. In all wooden buildings the posts of which 
are over 18 feet in length, there shall be girths at each story, and 
all posts shall be braced where possible at each story. In all 
wooden buildings the studding of the outside walls shall be not 
less than 2x4 inches, 16 inches on centres. In all wooden build- 
ings, all sills, posts and girths shall be mortised, tenoned and 
pinned together or the sills may be halved. 

Sect. 28. In all wooden buildings, the studding in all partitions 
carrying fioor timbers shall be not less than 2x4 inches ; in all sncb 
buildings more than two stories in height, the studding and par- 
titions carrying floor timbers shall be set not more than 12 inches 
on centres. 

The plates in wooden buildings shall be not less than 4x4 inches, 
or their equivalent in 2 x 4 inch pieces. 

All boards which form any part of the frame of the building shall 
be nailed at each bearing with not less than two eight-penny naiU, 
or their equivalent. 
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The inspector may, by written permit, waive the requirements of 
this and the preceding section as to eizes of timbers in frames of . 
buildings, no part of which is to be used for the purpose of a 
dwelling house, and the posts of which do not exceed 12 feet in 
length. 

Sect. 29. Kafters in bnildinga having a pitched roof which are Rajien h 
over 30 feet in width, shall meftsure not less than 2x6 inches, and '""^ "* " 
shall not be farther apart than 24 inches on centres. 

In buildings which are less than 20 feet in width, the size of 
rafters may be determined by the inspector. 

Sect. 30. The floor space including attic floors and flat roofs Fimoof] 
of all buildings shall be as follows : — ^"^ '""' 

For a ten-foot span the timbers shall be not less than 2x7 
inches in size; for a twelve- foot span not less than 3x8; for a 
fourteen-foot span not less than 3x9; for a sixteen-foot span not 
less than 3x10; for an eighteen- foot span not lees than 3x13; for 
a twenty-fopt span not less than 2x14; for a twenty-two-foot span 
not less than 3 x 13 ; for a twenty-fonr-foot span not less than 
3x14. 

In all the above spans the timbers shall be not more than 16 
inches on centres. 

All floor timberH with a span from 13 to 18 feet shall have one Bridging. 
row of bridging. All floor timbers with a span of 18 feet or over 
Ehall have a bridging every 6 feet, all bridging stock to be not less 
than 1x3. 

No floor timber, header, or trimmer of a building shall be cutcoitmeoi 
into more than 2 inches in depth for piping without a permit from '™ ^"' 
the inspector and no cutting shall be made in any timber at a 
greater distance than 3 feet from its support. 

Every header more than 4 feet long, carrying timbers of 10 feet He»ders. 
or over, used in any building except a dwelling house shall be hung 
in stirrup irons of suitable dimensions for the size of the timbers. 

Sect. 31, Floors in dwellings shall be of sufficient strength to strcngih i 
bear a safe weight of forty pounds per square foot- For school- *""*' 
houses they shall be able to bear a safe weight of eighty pounds per 
square foot; for churches and public halls, one hundred and fifty 
pounds; for stores and manufactories, one hundred to four hundred 
pounds, to which in each case shall be added the weight, per square 
foot, of the floor- itself. 

Sect. 32, No wooden building to be used for a dwelling house Height of 
shall exceed four stories in height above the street level. dweiimgs. 
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MILL CONSTEUCTION. 
Sect. 33, The tenii "mill confltruction" shall apply to all floors 
and roofs in which do vood floor or roof beam, girder, post, or 
other timber shall be less than eight inches in either of its cross 
dimensions. The floor and roof beams shall be covered over with 
plank not less than three inches in thickness spliced or tongued and 
grooved and for the floors there shall be laid on top of the plank 
in a crosswise or diagonal direction boards not less than one inch 
in thickness, tongued and grooved and properly nailed. Between 
the floor boards and planking there shall be placed two thicknesses 
of carefully laid water proof material and this material shall be 
flashed at least three inches around all walls and posts or columns 
and openings with moulding or base. If wood posts are. used to 
support mill constmcted floors and roofs none shall be of smaller 
sectional area than one hundred square Inches, nor be less than ten 
inches in either dimension except for posts in the top story, which 
shall not be of smaller sectional area than sizty-four square inches 
nor he less than eight inches in either dimension. Wood posts 
shall have cast iron caps or boxes so constructed as to form a base 
for the next post above. The ends of the girders shall be secured 
to the cap or box in such a manner as to be self-releasing. 

CHIMNETB, 

Sect. 34. All chimneys in the city shall be built of good, hard 
bricks or other fire proof, non-conducting material ; all widths shall 
be built of brick laid flatwise and built into walla of chimneys every 
eighth or ninth course. 

No chimney shall be corbelled from a wall more than the thick- 
ness of the wall; nor be hung from the wall less than 12 inches 
thick; nor rest upon wood. Brick chimneys shall have walls at 
». least 8 inches thick unless terra-cotta flue linings are used in which 
case i inches of brick work may be omitted. The inside of all brick 
flues shall be struck joints. No cracked or imperfect flue linings 
shall be used. 

Chimneys in brick buildings, not starting from the foundation, 
shall be securely built to the brickwork of the walls to which they 
are hung, but in no case shall flues be built into a party wall so as 
to leave less than 4 inches of brickwork back of the same, to the 
party line. 

Sect. 35. In no ease shall chimneys rest upon any wooden floor- 
ing, but shall be supported upon iron beams having a secure bear- 
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ing of masonry or iron, at either end, or upon an iron column rest- 
ing upon a secure foundation. 

In no case eball a chimney be built more than 4 inches out of 
centre of gravity, unless the same be attached to a brick wall. 

All flues shall be built of good, hard bricks laid in cement mor- 
tar in the ]»oportionB of 1 part cem^t, 3 parts lime and a proper 
prt^ortion of clean, sharp sand, to a point within 2 feet below the 
rafters and laid in mortar No. 1 from said point to top of chimney. 

Whenever the inspector bo requires, the Bhelle of flues for boilers, 
oyens, ranges and furnaces shall be of brickwork 8 inches thick, or 
its equivalent, to the top of the second-story floor, or to a height of 
13 feet above such boilerB, ovens, rang^, oi furnaces; and the 
inspectoi shall determine what comtitutes such equivalent. No 
"soft bricks" shall be used in the construction of chimneys. 

All chimneys shall be topped out at least 4 feet above the high- Hiiiht oi chim- 
eat poiat of contact with the roof, ""** 

Sect. 36. Hearths of grates or fireplaces shall be laid on trim- He«ihi md 
mer arches not less than 4 inches thick to be built in at time of con- ^'^f''"'- 
stmction, or upon bars of iron supporting 4 inches of brickwork^ 
and shall not be less than 18 inches wide and at least IS inches 
beyond opening of fireplace on each side. 

Jambs of flreplacee and grates shall not be less than 8 inches 
thick and when arched over shall be securely tied to brickwork of 
chimney and supported by an iron lintel. 

No woodwork shall be placed at a less distance than 1 inch from Woodwotk. 
the outside brickwork of any flue, nor shall any timber or wood- 
work rest upon any corbel built out of any chimney. In no case 
shall nails be driven into the masonry of any flue. 

At all levels of the under flooring there shall be a strip of sheet Fire iiopB. 
tin built into the masonry Z inches and extending out on to the top 
of the under flooring at least 2 inches to form flre stop. 

No woodwork shall be placed at a less distance than y^ inch 
from any tin or other metal flue or pipe used, or intended to be 
used, to convey heated air or steam in any building, unless such 
flue or pipe be cased with metal, leaving a free circulation of air 
all around the same. 

Sect. 37. , No smoke-pipe shall enter any flue at a less distance snioLe.pipes. 
than 12 inches from either the floor or ceiling, or at a less distance 
than 6 inches from any woodwork whatever, unless the same be 
properly protected; and in all cases where smoke-pipes pass through 
studs or wooden partitions of any kind, whether the same are plaa- 
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tered or not, they shall be guarded bj a Goap-stooe ring or double 
metal collar not leEs than 4 inchee thick and at least 12 inches in 
diameter, which shall extend through the partition and leave a free 

No eimiaiw.rt Circulation around the same. No drain-pipe or earthenware pipe 

[rippi to be lued Qf any UnA shall he used for horizontal or vertical flues. All such 
horizontal flues shall be made of iron pipe laid in bricks and mor- 
tar, on iron bars; or two galvanized iron pipes (one within the 
other), with not less than 2 inch air space between them, may be 

Thimbin. uscd for this puipoBC. When chimney-thimbles enter flues, the 
woodwork in all caees shall be kept 6 inches all around from the 
same. The chimney-thimbles known as "cast iron" and "sheet 
iron" chimney-thimbles shall be built flush with inside face of flue 
and shall be made tight with mortar where the thimble enters the 
flue or flue lining. 

All chimney-thimbles shall be built into the chimneys at the 
time of their construction. Brickwork, when corbelled out to 
receive the thimble, shall be thoroughly bonded, and wood partitions 
or furrings around the same shall not rest upon it. 

Furnace and boiler smoke-pipes shall be at least 1 foot below 
the beams or ceiling joists, unless the same are protected by metal 
or other non-combustible material, suspended at least 8 inches 
below the same. 

Daogtrrius Bum, Sbct. 38. If any chimney, flue, or heating apparatus shall, 
in the opinion of the inspector, be dangerous or unsafe, he shall 
at once notify in writing the owner, agent, or any person having 
an interest therein, and require him to make the same safe ; which 
such party shall do at once. The inspector shall keep a record of 
all notiflcations issued by him. 

BOILEBS. 

Sect. 39, No boiler to be used for steam heat or motive power 
and no furnace or hot water heater shall be placed on any floor 
above the cellar floor unless the same is set on noncombustible 
beams and arches and in no case without a permit from the 
inspector. 
BiT*indo«j, Sect. 40. No hay window, balcony or other projection shall be 
built upon the walls of any building to project out over the line of 
a street, except upon streets which are not less than 50 feet in width 
and then only upon a permit from the board of aldermen. 

Sect. 41. The following Bpeeifications relative to the construc- 
tion of buildings subject to the requirements of Chapter 104 of the 
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Eevised Laws, adopted by the Diatrict Police of the Commonwealth 
of Massacbusetts, are hereby made a part of this otdinance. 

1. All elevator wells and light Bhafts, unless built of brick, 
must he filled in flush between the wooden stjids with fireproof 
materials and lined with metal or plastered on metallic lathing, as 
may be directed by the inspector, and all woodwork inside of such 
wells or shafts be lined with tin plate, lock-jointed. 

2. Where floor beams rest on partition caps or on girders, wall 
girts, or on wooden sills, fill in between such beams, from the caps, 
girders, girts or sills, to four inches above the plaster ground, solid 
with brick and mortar or other fire-proof material. 

3. When floor beams in frame buildings rest on ledger boards, 
fire-stop thoroughly at each floor with brick and mortar resting on 
bridging pieces cut in between the studs, or, where practicable, on 
the ends of lining floor. 

4. In brick buildings the space between the furrings on the 
outside walls or on brick partitions should be filled flu^ with 
mortar for a space of five inches in width above and below the floor 
beams of each story. 

5. Where basement or other flights of stairs are enclosed by par- 
titions of brick or wood, the spaces between the studs or wall 
furrings must be so flre-stopped with brick or mortar as to effectu- 
ally prevent any fire from passing up between such studs or 
furrings back of the stair stringers. 

6. The soffits of all such enclosed stairs, and also partitions on 
stairway side, must be plastered on metal lathing. 

7. Where a building is occupied above the first floor for any 
purpose which renders it subject to the provisions of section 22 of 
chapter 104 of the Eevised Laws, and the lower story is occupied for 
stores, or other purposes not connected with the upper floors, the 
stairway leading to such upper floors must be enclosed with brick 
walls or with wooden partitions filled solid with brick laid in mor- 
tar, or other fire-proof material and plastered on both sides on 
metallic lathing, and all doors in such partitions lined with tin 
plate, lock-jointed. 

8. All long flights of stairs to have smoke* stops in each flight, 
properly constructed. 

9. No pipes for conveying hot air or steam can" under the law be 
placed nearer than one inch to any woodwork unless protected to 
the satisfaction of the inspector by suitable guards or casings of 
incombustible material.

10. No wooden tlue or air-duct of any description can be used 
for heating or" ventilating parpoaee. 

11. A space of at least one, inch to be left between all woodwork 
and the chimneys, also around all hot-air, steam and hot-water 
pipes, these spaces around chimney, and pipes, where they pass 
through floors, to be stopped with metal or other fire-proof material, 
smoke-tight. Steam and hot-water pipes to have metal sleeves and 
collars. 

All channels and pockets for gas, water and soil-pipes to be made 
smoke-tight at each floor. 

15. The space around all metal or brick ventilating ducts must 
be flre-stopped at each Soor with metal or other fire-proof material, 
as approved by the inspector. 

13. All chimneys to be plastered with (me good coat Of brown 
mortar, on the outside of brick-work, from cellars to roof. 

14. The ceiling of furnace or boiler and indirect radiator rooms 
must be plastered on metal lathing. There should be not less than 
ene foot in height of open-air-space between the tops of furnace or 
boiler casing or any smoke-pipe and the ceiling. 

16. The entire cellar ceilings of schoothouses and other build- 
ings used for public purposes must be plastered on metallic lathing. 

In all wooden buildings where alterations are made for store 
purposes, the walls surrounding stores shall be built oi 2ii stud- 
ding and filled in solid between studs with 4 inches of brick and 
mortar the entire height and such walls shall extend down to base- 
ment floor with a proper foundation. All walls and ceilings in 
such places shall be plastered on metal lath. 

So much of these specifications as applies to any building should 
be incorporated by the architect in his specifications for said build- 
ing, and the clauses therein incorporated should be indicated by 
their numbers in the specification filed with the inspector. 

These specifications are to be followed in every building subject 
to the provisions of Section 28 of Chapter 104 of the Bevised Laws, 
unless omitted or changed in some part by special consent of the 
inspector. 

Other provisions than those herein epecified, to prevent spread of 
fire, may be required by the inspector if deemed by him to be 
necessary. 

THE DSE OF HEINFOBCBD CONCBETE. 

The term "reinforced concrete" shall be understood to mean an 
approved concrete mixture reinforced by steel of any shape, so that

the Bteel will take up the tensional stresses and assist in the reaiat- 
aaee to compreBBion and shear. 

Before a permit to erect any reinforced concrete structure is petmiu, 
JBBued. complete specifications and drawings shall be filed with t^^'^^**'" 
Department of Building Inspection, showing all details of the con- 
struction, size and position of all reinforcing rods, stirrups, etc., 
and giving the composition and proportions of the concrete. 

The execution of the work shall be performed by workmen under E.Mmii 
the direct eupervieion of a competent foreman or superintendent. 

Reinforced concrete construction shall be accepted for fireproof when u 
buildings of the first class if designed as hereinafter prescribed ; V«mi i 
provided that the aggregate for such concrete shall be clean, broken dLiioM, 
hard stone, except granite, or clean graded gravel, together with 
clean siliceous sand or fine-grained gravel. Should the con- 
crete be used for flooring between rolled steel beams, clean furnace 
clinkers, entirely free of combustible matt«r, or suitable seasoned 
furnace slag may be used. When stone is used with sand gravel, 
it must be of a size to pass through a one inch ring, and 25 per cent, 
of the whole must not be more then one-half the maximum size ; and 
provided, further, that the minimum thickness of concrete sur- 
rounding the reinforcing members of reinforced concrete beams and 
girders shall be two inches on the bottom and one and one-half 
inches on the sides of the said beams and girders. The minimum 
thickness of concrete under slab rods shall be one inch. All rein- 
forcement in columns to have a minimum protection of two inches 
of concrete. 

All the requirements herein specilied for the protection of steel R«iui« 
and for fire-resisting purposes shall apply to reinforced concrete '['^'''^ "* 
flooring between steel beams, as well as to reinforced concrete 
beams and to entire structures in reinforced concrete. Any con- 
crete structure or the floor filling in same, reinforced or otherwise, 
which may be erected on a permanent centering of sheet metal, of 
metal lathing and curved bars or a metal centering of any form, 
must be strong enough to carry its load without assistance from the 
centering, unless the concrete is so applied as to protect the center- 
ing as herein specified for metal reinforcement. 

Exposed metal centering or exposed metal of any kind will not E.posec 
be considered a factor in the strength of any part of any concrete'*"'^"" 
structure, and a plaster finish applied over the metal shall not be 
deemed sufficient protection unless applied of suflieient thickness 
and properly secured, as approved by the inspector of buildings.

AN ORDINANCE FOR REVISING AND 

' All concrete shall be mixed in a mechanical batch mixer to be 
approved by the Department of Building Inspection, except when 
limited quantities are required or when the condition of the work 
makes hand mixing preferable ; hand mixing to be done only when 
approved by the Department of Building Inspection, In all mix- 
ing, the material shall he measured for each batch. 

When hand mixing is done under the aforesaid limitations, the 
cement and fine gravel or coarse sand shall be first thoroughly 
mixed dry and then made into a mortar by gradually adding the 
proper amount of water. The crushed stone or gravel shall be 
spread out to a depth not to exceed six inches, in a tight box or 
upon a proper floor, and be sprinkled with water as directed; the 
mortar is then to he evenly spread over the crushed stone, and the 
whole mass turned over a sufRcient number of times to effect the 
thorough mixing of the ingredients. 

I- All forms and centering for concrete shall be built plumb and in 

^ a substantial manner, made tight so that no part of the concrete 
mixture will leak out through holes or cracks, or joints, and after 
completion shall be thoroughly cleaned, removing- shavings, chips, 
pieces of wood and other material, and no debris of any kind shall 
be permitted to remain in the forms. All forms to be properly sup- 
ported and braced in a manner to safely sustain the dead load and 
the load that may be imposed upon them during construction. 
Concrete shall be placed immediately after mixing. 

h Whenever fresh concrete joins concrete that is set, or partially 

"■ set, the surface of the old concrete shall be roughened, cleaned and 
spread with cement mortar, which mortar shall be mixed in pro- 
portions of one of cement to two of sand. 

cd Concrete shall not be mixed or deposited in freezing weather 
unless precautions are taken to avoid the use of material covered 
with ice or snow or that is in any way unfit for use, and that further 
precautions are taken to prevent the concrete from freezing after 
being put in place. All forms under concrete so placed to remain 
until all evidences of frost are absent from the concrete and the 
natural hardening of the concrete has proceeded to the point of 
safety. 

Concrete laid in hot weather shall be drenched with water twice 

■ daily, Sunday included, during the first week. The broken stone, 
if hot and dry, must be wet before going to the mixer. 
The time at which props or shores may safely be retnoved from 

„ under floors and roofs will vary with the condition of the weather. 
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but in no case should they be removed in less than two weeks ; pro- 
vided that column forms shall not be removed in leas than four 
days; provided, further, that the centering from the bottom of 
slabs and sides of beams and girders may be removed after the 
concrete has set one week, provided that the door has obtained 
sufficient haidness to sustain the dead weight of the said fioor and 
that no load or weight shall be placed on any portion of the con- 
struction where the said centers have been removed. 

The concrete for all girders, beams, slabs and columns shall be *^"'»ii"«sui»- 
mixed in the proportions of one of cement, two of sand or fine|^°"„"" 
gravel, and four of other aggregates as before provided. The con- 
crete used in reinforced concrete steel construction must he what 
is usually known as a "wet" mixture. When the concrete is 
placed in water, it must be placed in a semi-dry state. 

Only Portland cement shall be permitted in reinforced concrete oriy Porti.iid 
constructed buildings. All cement shall be tested in carload lots ^^"'.J.^,' 
when ao delivered or in quantities equal to same, and report filed 
with the Department of Building Inspection before using it in the 
work. Cement failing to meet the requirements of the accelerated 
test will be rejected. 

Soundness, Accelerated Test. — Fats of neat cement will be condiiioDi of 
allowed to harden twenty-four hours in moist air, and then be sub- •"''''"'*^ '*■*■ 
mitted to the accelerated test as follows ; — A pat is exposed in any 
convenient way in an atmc^here of steam, above boiling water, in 
a loosely closed vessel, for three hours, after which, before the pat 
cools, it is placed in the boiling water for five additional hours. 

To pass the accelerated test satisfactorily, the pats shall remain 
firm and hard, and show no signs of cracking, distortion or dis- 
integration. 

Such cements when tested shall have a minimum tensile strength Tensile Miengih, 
ae follows : — Neat cement shall, after one day in moist air, develop 
a tensile strength of at least IfiO pounds per square inch ; and after 
one day in air and six days in water shall develop a tensile strength 
of at least 500 pounds per square inch; and after one day in air 
and twenty-seven days in water shall develop a tensile strength of at 
least 600 pounds per square inch. Cement and sand tests com- 
posed of one part of cement and three parts of crushed quartz 
shall, after one day in air and six days in water, develop a tensile 
strength of at least 175 pounds per square inch, and after one day 
in air and twenty-seven days in water shall develop a tensile 
strength of at least 240 pounds per square inch. These and other 
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teste as to fineness, set, etc., made in accordance with the Btandard 
method prescribed by the American Society of Civil Engineer 
may, from time to time, be required by the Department of Building 
Inspection. 

Walls. — fieinforced concrete may be used in place of brick and 
stone walls, in which cftseB the thickness may be two-thirds of that 
required for brick walls. 

Concrete walk in such cases must be reinforced in both direc- 
tions in a, manner to meet the approval of the inspector of build- 
ings. 

Steel. — All reinforcements used in reinforced concrete shall be of 

standard grade of structural steel to meet the "Manufactarers 

Standard Specifications," revised February 3, 1903. 

1- Beinforced concrete slabs, beams and girders shall be designed 

in accordance with the following assumptions and requirements : — 

(a) The common theory of flexure to be applied to all beams 
and members resisting bending. 

(b) The adhesion between the concrete and the steel is sufficient 
to make the two materials act together. 

(c) The design shall be based on the assumption of a load four 
times ae great as the total load (ordinary dead load plus ordinary 
live load). 

(d) The steel to make all the tensile stresses. 

The allowable unit stress upon hoop columns composed of stone 
or gravel concrete shall not be over 1000 pounds per square inch, 
figuring the net area of the circle within the hooping. The per- 
centage of longitudinal rods and the spacing of the hoops to be 
such as to permit the concrete to safely develop the above unit 
stress with a factor of safety of four. 

In the design of structures involving reinforced concrete beams 
and girders, as well as slabs, the beams and girders shall be treated . 
as T beams, with a portion of the slab acting as flange in each case. 
The portion of the slab that may be used to take compression shall 
be dependent upon the horizontal shearing stress that may exist in 
the beam, and in no case shall the slab portion exceed twenty (20) 
times the thickness of the slab. 

All reinforced concrete T beams must be reinforced against the 
shearing stress along the plane of junction of the rib and flange, 
using stirrups throughout the length of the beam. Where rein- 
forced concrete girders cany reinforced concrete beams, the portion 
of the floor slab acting as flange to the girder must be reinforced 
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with bara near the top, at right anglee to the girder, to enahle it to 
transmit local loads direcliy to the girder and not through the 
beamB, thus avoiding an integratioD of compreseiTe stresses due io 
simultaneom action as floor slab and girder flange. 

In the executitm of woric in the fidd, wwk ronst be flo carried on 
that the ribs of all girders and beams shall be monolithic with the 
floor slabB. 

In all reinfiH-ced concrete strocturee, special care mnst be taken 
with the design of joints to provide against local Btresses and 
aecondary stresses due to the continuity of the structureB, 

Shrinkage and thermal Btresses shall be provided for by the shriniugt 
introduction of steel. 

In the determination of bending moments due to the external BcDding. 
forces, beams and girders shall be considered as simply supported 
at the ends, no allowance being made for continuous construction 
over supports. Floor slabs, when constructed continuously, and 
when provided with reinforcement at top of slab over the supports, 
may be treated as continuous beams, the bending moment for uni- 
formly distributed loads being taken at not less than ^^^; in case 
of square floor slabs which are reinforced in both directions and 
supported on all sides, the bending moment may be taken at ^; 
providing that in floor slabs in juxtaposition to the walls of the 
building the bending moment shall be considered as ~, when rein- 
forced in one direction, and if the floor slab is square and rein- 
forced in both directions, the bending moment shall be taken as ^■ 

When the shearing stresses develop in any part of a reinforced 
concrete building exceed under the multiplied loads the shearing 
strength as fixed in this section, a sufficient amount of steel shall 
be introduced in such a position that the deficiency in the resistance 
to shear is overcome. 

When the safe limit of adhesion between the concrete and steel 
is exceeded, provision must be made for transmitting the strength 
of the steel to the concrete. 

Heinforced concrete may be used in columns in which the ratio 
of the length to least side or diameter does not exceed fifteen (15). 
If more than 15 diameters, the allowable stress shall be decreased 
proportionally. Beinforeing rods that are introduced for lateral 
stresses must be tied together at intervals of not more than the 
least side or diameter of the columns. 

Longitudinal reinforcing rods will not be considered as taking 
any direct compression. 
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The contractor must be prepared to make load testB in any por- 
tion of a reinforced concrete building within a reasonable time 
after erection, and aa often as may be required by the Department 
of Building Inspection. The tests must show that the construc- 
tion will sustain a load equal to twice the calculated live load with- 
out signs of cracks. 
I S^tems of construction differing from the standards already 
approved and tested may be required to pass a load, fire and water 
teet 
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CHAPTEE XXIII. 

FLCUBING. 

H. L. Chap. 103, Sects. 7, 8. 

Section 1. Every plumber, before doing any plumbing work piumb.™ 
in a bailding, shall have his name and place of business registered 
with the inspector of buildings, and shall give immediate notice 
to said inspector of any change in his place of busineBs; shall, 
except in the case of repairs of leaks, file in the office of said 
iaspectoT, upon blanks to be provided for that purpoae, a notice of 
all work to be performed, and obtain from said inspector a permit 
to do such work. 

Sect. 2. ■ Every building provided with water from the city or WMtt-pti 
' other water supply shall have a waste-pipe for the conveyance of 
waste water, separately and independently connected with the pub- 
lic sewer, or if there is no sewer, with a sufficient and proper cess- 
pool, easily accessible for inspection and cleaning. 

Sect. 3. Drain and soil pipes within a building, and for a dis- D»in am 
tance of not less than five feet outside the foundation walls thereof, '"''"* 
through which water or sewage is used or carried, shall he made of 
cast iron and of what is known to the trade as standard soil pipe ; 
shall be sound, free from holes and other defects; shall be securely 
ironed to walls, laid in trenches or suspended by strong iron hang- 
ers ; and shall have a proper fall toward the drain or sewer; shall 
he supplied with suitable traps, placed with an accessible clean-out, 
either outside or inside near the foundation wall of the building. 
Changes in direction shall be made with curved pipes, and con- 
nections with horizontal pipes shall be made with Y branches. A 
running clean-out shall he put in the centre of every horizontal run 
of 25 feet, and on every horizontal sink waste pipe exceeding 10 
feet, there shall be at least one clean-out: The soil-pipes of every 
building hereafter erected, and the soil-pipes of every water-closet 
or other fixtures hereafter placed, substituted, or relocated in a 
building, shall be carried above the roof, open and undiminished in 
size, and to a height of not less than two feet above the roof, and 
not leEB than two feet above the top of any opening within 15 feet 
on any building. Iron pipes, when passing through the roof, shall 
be made water tight by sheet copper Hashing. All branches of soil 
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OT waBte-pipee exceeding twenty feet shall be continued at full size 
through the roof, or connected with the main eoil pipe above the 
highest fixture. 
i- Sect. 4. Hain-water leaders, when connected with soil or drain 
pipes, shall be suitably trapped. 

Sect. 5. AH iron pipes, before being put in place, shall have 
been coated inside and out with coal-tar pitch, applied hot, or with 
paint, or with some equivalent substance. Joints shall be run with 
molten leadj thoroughly calked and made tight, and after being 
put in place shall be tested by the water test and inspected by the 
inspector. Connections of lead pipes with iron pipes shall be made 
with brass ferrules properly soldered and calked to the iron, the 
lead pipes to be attached to the ferrules by a round, wiped soldered 
joint ; all joints made of solder shall be full wiped joints. 

Sect. 6. Each and every fixture shall have a separate trap, ex- 
cepting that one four inch round trap may be used for bath tab 
and lavatory in bath rooms, and a four inch inverted or side screvr 
round trap may be used for sink and trays, provided that in either 
case the horizontal waste pipe does not exceed 36 inches. All traps 
connected to fixtures must be protected from siphonage by special 
air or vent pipes connected to trap or waste pipe within 34 inches of 
trap, and run undiminished in size above the roof or connected to 
main stack above the top of highest fixture. Vent pipes must be 
same size as waste pipes, except that for water-closets the vent pipe 
shall not be less than two inches for thirty feet or less in length 
and of three inch bore if more than thirty feet in length; galvanized 
wrought iron pipe may be used for vent, providing it does not ex- 
ceed IS feet in length in any one branch. Lead vents may be used 
only where they are exposed to view. The top fixture on any stack 
need not be vented, provided a round trap is used and does not 
exceed 34 inches from stack, or if a water-closet not to exceed 43 
inches from the main stack, the waste of any trap may be connected 
into lead bend without ventilating lead bend, providing they are the 
top fixtures. No bow venting will be allowed except by permission 
of the inspector. No water-closet shall be placed in any room of a 
dwelling that has not a direct opening of at least three square feet 
to the external air. All lead and waste vent pipes shall be of the 
following sizes and weights per foot :

1 14 i^ch l^od pipe, 3 lbs. per foot. 
3 inch lead pipe, 5 lbs. per foot.

Every water-closet, or line of water-closets, on the w»in-tiosei», 
same floor, shall be supplied with water from a tank or cistern, and 
the flushing pipe shall not be less than one inch in diameter; but 
this requirement shall not apply to water-cloaets substituted for 
vaults, where the same are located outside of the building proper, 
and water closets may be arranged so as to receive their supply 
directly from the main, with such water flxtures as shall be ap- 
proved by the inspector. 

Sect. 11. Alt soil and drain pipes, with the necessary hangers Tat> md cm 
and supports, must be in position and all connections therewith '""""" 
must be in position before the test is made. Pipes and other flx- 
tures shall not be covered or concealed from view until after the 
work has been examined by the said inspector; and he shall be 
notifled by the plumber when the work is sufficiently advanced for

Sect. 12. Plumbing work shall not be used until the same is in 
good condition as shown by the water or other test made by the 
plumber in the presence of the inspector, and approved by him in 
writing, also that all traps, waste and vent pipes shall be in position 
and siune to be inspected before being concealed. 

Sect. 13. Water-pipes, in places exposed to frost, shall be se- p[p„ j„ ^,^8 
curely cased and packed with mineral wool, or other equally goodo"™"°i>« 



Sect. 14. A grease-trap shall be constructed nnder the sink of Gfeu 
any hotel, eating-house, restaurant, or other public cooking estab- 
lishment, where the inspector may deem such to be necessary, and 
it shall be pat up in such a manner as to be easily accessible for in- 
spection and cleaning. 
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CHAPTER XXIV. 

ENGINEEBING DXPABTMENT. 



Section 1. The city engineer shall be the head of the depart- 
^' roeot of city engineering, and ehall ezerciae a general BuperviB^on of 
all public improvementa. He shall hare charge under the direction 
of the street and water commisaion, of all plana relating to its 
divisionB; shall keep the same properly classified and indexed; and 
may make regulations concerning the taking of plans from his 
office- He shall also have charge of all other plans and surreys 
relating to streets, sewers, bridges, and drains ; and of all such other 
public works as the city council may authorize. He shall prepare 
plans, specifications, and contracts for the same, said contracts to 
be approved by the city solicitor. 

Sect. 2. He shall, under the direction of said commission have 
supervision of the location of water-pipes, and shall make and care- 
fully preserve accurate plans of the same. He shall have charge of 
ali plans and surveys relating to streets, sewers, bridges, and drains, 
and of all other public works the city council may authorize. He 
shall prepare plans, specifications, and contracts for the same, said 
contracts to be approved, as to form, by the city solicitor. 

Sect. 3. He. shall make such surveys, plans^ profiles, estimates, 
and descriptions as may be required of him by the mayor, either 
branch of the city council, or any committee thereof; and shall per- 
form such other services, and impart such information, properly 
relating to the office of city engineer, as may be required of him by 
the mayor, either branch of the city council, or any committee or 
municipal board, 
a- Sect. 4. He shall give to all applicants, eo far as the files and 
records of his office will permit, any information they may desire 
as to the lines and grades of public ways on which their estates are 
situated, or upon which they intend to build; and all such inform- 
ation shall be without charge. 

Sect. 5. He shall annually, or oftener, if required, carefully 
examine all bridges and culverts in the city, and report re^)ecting 
their condition. He shall annually, in the month of January, 
present to the city council a detailed report relative to the work of 
his department. 
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CHAPTBB XXV. 

SUPERINTENDENT OF ELECTRIC LINES. 
E. L. Chap. 188, Secte. 18-19. 

Section 1. The enperintendent of electric lines, under the di- supeiviabn. 
rection of the board of aldermen, shall have the superviBion of «U "^ "™ 
electric lines in the city, except fiie-alarm lines, and shall see that 
all laws, ordinances, orders, and regulations relating thereto are en- 
forced, and shall forthwith report to the board of aldermen any 
Ttolfttion thereof. 

Sect. g. No telegraph, telephone, or other electric line shall au eitorit iiDe< 
be erected or maintained, until the owner thereof shall file with the d°,I'o„"'^Vh™ 
board of aldermen a written agreement accepting and promising to ordinance. 
abide by and perform all the conditions and prorisions of this ' ' "^ 
ordinance, and all orders, mles, regulations, and amendments here- 
after made in addition thereto. All licenses for posts, poles or uctn%a. 
wires shall be in writing, and be signed by the mayor and city 
clerk; shallbe of such form as the board of aldermen shall direct; 
and shall be subject to the right of the board of aldermen to permit 
other lines to be placed upon the same posts. But this shall not 
prevent a reasonable compensation therefor. 

Sect. 3. No posts, poles, or wires for telegraph, telephone, or nd eienric iina 
other electric lines shall be erected in, upon, or over any public way, ^i,ho^^c^„ 
except at such points as may be designated by the board of alder- 
men, or by the superintendent of electric lines, acting under au- 
thority from the board of aldermen. Every post, pole, or wire so ,'^ "'°*' 
located shall be shown on a plan to be kept on file in the office of ?[»•. 
the city engineer, a distinguishing sign being used to show tele- 
graph or telephone or other electric lines. In no case shall a post or Poia not la in- 
pole be erected within ten feet of a hydrant, nor so as to interfere '^^ *"^ ^^' 
with any water-pipe, drain-pipe, shade tree, driveway, or inter- 
section of streets. 

Sect. 4. All posts for telegraph, telephone, or other electric ruIu for pmw 
lines shall be straight, properly trimmed, and painted, and plainly ""* ^"'^ 
marked with the name of the ov^er; and shall not be less than 
twenty feet in height from the ground. They shall be of iron, 
cedar or chestnut,- and, if of wood, not less than six inches in 
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diameter at the Emaller end and ten inches in diameter at the 
ground. Such posts or poles shall be firmly and properly set in the 
ground to a depth of at least five feet. All wires shall be at a 
height not less than twenty feet above the ground; and whenever 
any wire shall cross any street or way it shall be at a height not less 
than twenty-five feet above the ground, except where connecting 
with incandescent street lamps and electric street railways, and 
shall be guarded or braced as may be required by the superintendent 
of electric lines. 

Sect. 5. All wires for the transmission of electricity for light- 
ing and motive-power shall be at all times so insulated as to resist 
abrasion and heat, and be impervious to water. When placed above 
the ground, such wires shall be suspended upon posts. When any 
such wire shall be broken, or its insulation become imperfect, the 
electric current shall forthwith be discontinued, and the wire not 
ID used until properly repaired and insulated. All electric street rail- 
ways using trolley wires above ground shall keep the same pro- 
tected by properly insulated guard wires. 

Sect. 6. All wires for the transmission of electricity for light- 
ing and motive power shall be secured to insulated fastenings of 
glass, hard rubber, or other approved insulating material. All tie- 
wires shall be insulated in the same manner as conducting wires. 
All joints in wires shall be securely made and wrapped with in- 
sulating material that will resist heat and abrasion and be im- 
pervious to water. Continuous wires, without joints, shall be nsed 
as far as possible. 

Sect. 7. All wires for the transmission of electricity for light- 
ing and motive-power shall, where they pass through the outer wall 
of any building, be firmly encased in substantial tubes of non-con- 
ducting material, not liable to absorb moisture, and so placed as to 
prevent water from entering the building along the wire. Outgoing 
and returning wires for arc lights shall enter and leave buildings at 
points at least one foot from each other; those for incandescent 
lights shall so enter and leave buildings at points at least sis inches 
from each other. In running along outside walla, cornices, and the 
like, all such wires shall be rigidly fastened by non-conducting fas- 
tenings. In the interior of buildings all such wires shall be so 
placed as not to come in contact with iron pipes, posts or girders, 
nor in any way to form other circuits or ground connections. In 
passing through floors, partitions, or walls, they shall be sur- 
rounded by an insulating tube of substantial material, to protect 
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them from iajury by rats and mice. Whenever such wires enter a 
building, a cut-out of simple form and conetniction shall be pro- 
vided and properly attached as near as possible to such entrance. 

Sect. 8, The frame and eiposed parts of all arc lamps shall 
be insulated from the circuit. All such lamps shall be piOTided 
with a separate hand-switch, and aho with an automatic switch 
which will close the circuit whenever the carbons do not approach 
each other, or the resistance becomes excessive. 

Sect. 9. For incandescent lamps, the conducting wire leading 
to each building and branch circuit shall be provided with an auto- 
matic switch or cut-out, or its equivalent^ capable of protecting the 
system from injury by an excessive current of electricify. 

Sect. 10. All light and power circuits shall be entirely of cin^uiK. 
metal. No gas, water, nor steam pipe, nor the earth, shall be used 
as a part of any such circuit. 

Sect. 11. In case of fire, the officers in charge of the fire ap- wina may be 
paratus shall have full power and authority to order and cause any ^^'^^°J' 
electric wires to be cut or removed, and electric currents dis- 
continued until the fire is extinguished. 

Sect, 13. Whenever it becomes necessary, for the purpose of when buiwing 
moving a building, that wires be cut, the company owning th^m 'V.^''^^^'^ 
shall cut them within t*enty-four hours after being notified, in R-U c. m. ; 
writing, of the necessity therefor ; and said company failing to do ' ' 
so, the superintendent of electric lines may cause said wires to be 
cut. 

Sect. 13. Except by a vote of two-thirds of all the members of FireaUnmo 
the board of aldermen, no wire for the transmission of electricity J^^'nehiot 
for lighting or motive-power shall be attached to posts of the 
lire-alarm telegraph, nor to the posts of any telegraph or telephone 
company upon which fire-alarm wires are placed. Such wires, 
excepting when permitted by a like vote to remain, shall be forth- 
with removed from such posts wherever any wire of the fire-alarm 
telegraph is attached thereto. 

Sect. 14. The city shall have the exclusive use of the top ciiy lo havt 
bracket and such other bracket or brackets and so much of the top '*'" °* *^'' ™ 
of the pole as may be required for city purposes on all poles of any 
telegraph, telephone or electric light company, located in or upon 
any public highway in the city, and no wires shall be kept or main- 
tained by any person or persons, corporation or corporations within

ulations prescribe ; and the proceeds of such sales shall be paid into 
the city treasury, and be kept separate from any other funds of the 
city, and shall be devoted to the liquidation of all amounts paid by 
the city on account of said cemetery, for land or the improvement 
and embellishment thereof. 

The trustees shall have the control of any appropria- 
tion which may be made for the cemeteriee by the city council, and 
of all receipts other than the proceeds of the sales of rights of burial.

ORDINANCE NO. 2. 
As Ohdisance relativk to thb sealeb op ivBidHTa axd 

MEASURES. 

_Se it ordained hy the City Council of tite City of Maiden as 

foUoice : 

Section 1. The Sealer of Weights and Measurea shall be 
appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen annually in the month of 
March and shall hold hia office for the term of one year from the 
first day of April in the year of hin appointment and until bis 
successor is duly appointed and qualified. 

Skcjion 2. The Sealer of Weights and Measures shall be the 
head of the Department of Weights and Pleasures, and shall re- 
ceive as full compensation for his services a aalary of *400 and 
shall be allowed a sum not exceeding $10U for euch asfistanee, 
team hire and office expenses as may be necessary for the proper 
performance of his duties. 

Section 3. The Sealer of Weights and Measures shall en- 
force all laws relative to tfae use of weights and measures and 
the giving or use of false weight or measure. 

Section 4. The Sealer of Weights and Measures shall col 
lect the fees and charges which by law he is allowed to receive, 
and shall pay over to the City Treasury each month all sums so 
received by him. He shall at the time of sealing fumish the 
owner of the articles sealed, or hia agent, with a certificate stat- 
ing the name and address of the owner of the article, the dale 
when sealed, and the amount 6t fee, if any, collected, to be 
signed by the Sealer.

Section 8. Omit words " to be" on the third line. 

Section 10, Omit first two lines and substitute the follow- 
ing: 

Fire limits are hereby established, which limits shall include 
all that part of the said city within the following desciibed 
boundanes : 

Section 11. At the end of this section add the following: 

Within said limits no wooden building nhall hereafter be 
erected, and no wooden building shall be increased in height. 
Within said limits no additions to and no changes in the exterior 
of any wooden building, the same to,be used for other purposes 
than a habitation, shall be made. Within said limits no additions 
to and no changes in the exterior of any wooden building used 
as a habitation shall be made, excepting in accordance with plans 
approved by the Inspector of Buildings and the Board of 
Aldermen. Within said limits, all door or window openings, in 
walls that are not less than ten feet distant from the center of a 
street or passageway, or the side line of the lot, or from any 
other wall .that has like openings, and all openings in walls en- 
closing air or light shafts, unless the external or party wall is 
without openings, shall have all such openings protected by 
standard fire doors or shutters or standard wired glass and metal 
frames as provided for by the rules and requirements of the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters. 

No person shall erect, place or maintain upon, or attach, affix, 
or secure to the roof of any building within the part of the city 
included in Section 10 of this Chapter, any sign made or con- 
structed of wood, cloth, canvas, or other combustible material, 
in size of more than three feet in height. 

No person shall erect, place or maintain upon or affix, fasten 
or secure to the roof of any building, any matal, or other sign 
constructed of non-combustible material, in size of more than 
three feet in height, within the part of the city included in Sec- 
tion 10 of this Chapter, in such a manner as to obstruct or in- 
terfere with the free access to said roof in case of fire. 
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APPENDIX. 
REBTRICTIONS OUTSIDE OF FIKK LIUtTS. 

Xo person shall erect, place, maintain or attach, affix or secure 
to the external walls of any building, any metal, wooden or other . 
sign within the part of the city included in this Chapter, in such 
a manner as to olistruct or interfere with the free access to any 
window, door or entrance to any fire escape in said building or 
in Buch a manner as to hide, conceal, or obstruct the view of any 
such window, door or entrance. 

Ko building or structure or portion thereof shall be occupied 
or maintained for the use or storage of combustible materials, 
unless the contents thereof are safe guarded against fire and the 
building containing the same is constructed to ihe satisfaction of 
the Inspector and the Chief of the Fire Department; and 
no building used as a habitation, or any part thereof, shall be 
used as a place for the storage, keeping or handling of any com- 
bustible except under such conditions as may be prescribed by 
the Chief of Fire Department. No such building, nor any part 
thereof, shall be used as a place for the storage, keeping or hand- 
ling of any article dangerous or detriraentnl to life or health; 
nor for the storage, keeping or handhng of feed, hay, straw, ex- 
celsior, cotton, paper stock, feathers or rags. 

No person, firm, or corporation shall engage iri the business of 
sorting, keeping, storing, picking, or transporting rags, excelsior, 
cotton, paper stock, feathers, or other similar material, and no 
building shall be used for the purpose of sorting, baling, or 
storing any of the said articles without a permit from the Board 
of Health, No building shall be used for such purpose unless 
the exterior walls thereof are constructed of brick or other non- 
combustible ma e al n ex eed ng two stories in height and the 
openings the e n shall be fi ep oof fitted with fireproof shutters 
and doors, he ame b held ly a fusible metal link and so 
arranged as o I e au n a all n case of fire. 

Every pe n lef p eel g to construct, repair, tear down 
or alter any building, or construct the foundation for the same, 
shall before applying to the Inspector for a permit, obtain 
from the City Engineer the lines and grades of the street, lane, 
square or alley, upon which he intends to build, which shall be 
furnished by the Engineer without charge, and said grades shall 
be furnished by the applicant to the Inspector, with his applica- 
tion for a permit. 

No cellar or basemei7t shall hereafter be constructed in said 
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city below grade 14, iinlesB said ctllar or basement below said 
grade ih waterproofed to the sntixfaetion of the Inspector. 

No apartmentH shall hereafter be conHtnicted or used for habi- 
tation, the floors of which are below grade 14, and no room in 
a tenement honse shall be used as a sleeping apartment, the floor 
of which is more than two feet below the ground on which it 
opens. 

Xo building shall hereafter be constructed for the storage or 
sale of merchandise with an unobstructed floor area exceeding 
fiOOO superficial feet, except in accordance with plans approved 
by the Inspector of Buildings and the Board of Aldermen. 

Buildings outside the Are limits and adapted exclusively for 
manufacturing, storage or mechanical purposes may only be built 
under such conditions as the Inspector of Buildings shall pre- 
scribe, approved by the Board of Aldermen. 

Any building hereafter constructed to be used as a stable for 
more than four horses shall have exterior walls of brick, concrete 
or other incombustible materials. 

Any building hereafter constructed to be used in whole or part 
for mercantile purposes shall have exterior walls of brick, con- 
crete, concrete blocks or other incombustible materials. 

In any building of wood or masonry, new or remodelled, all 
walls surrounding the area used for mercantile purposes shall be 
of brick or other incombustible materials, fire stopped to the sat- 
isfaction of the Inspector of Buildings, and the ceilings shall 
be plastered and covered with metal or plastered on wire lathing. 

No opening shall be made in any wall separating a store from 
a habitation or a stairway leading to a habitation. 

Wooden buildings, if more than 10 feet in height hereafter 
erected for other purposes than habitation, shall not be placed 
within five feet of the line of the lot, and, if built on the land of 
the same owner, nearer than 10 feet to any other building, unless 
the side wall on such line or hues be built of brick or concrete, 
carried 12 inches above the roof, and of thickness specified in 
Section 17. Such wooden buildings if less than 10 feet in height 
and covering an area exceeding 50 sq, ft., shall not be placed 
within 3 feet o! the line of ibe lot, and, if built on the land of 
the same owner, nearer than 6 feel to any other building, unless 
the side wall on such line or lines be built in such manner and of 
such incombustible material as meets the approval of the In- 
spector. 

No wooden building hereafter erected to be used as a habita- 
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tioD Bhall be more than three etories in height above the base- 
ment, and more than 45 feet in height above the street level. 
Nor shall any part of auch building, except the eaves and cor- 
nices, be nearer than i feet of any adjoining lot, or nearer than 
4 feet of any other building, and, if built on the land of the same 
owner, nearer than 4 feet to any other building, unless the side 
wall of such building or of the adjoining building is constructed 
of brick or concrete carried 12 inches above the roof, and of the 
thickness specified in Section 21. 

In buildings of five or more stories, only first class construction 
shall be used, subject to the approval of the Inspector of Build- 
ings. 

No churches, schoolhouses, or other buildings adapted for 
public assembly, containing an audience hall capable of seating 
more than 300 people, shall hereafter be c&nstructed of wood. 

No owner, occupant, agent or person in charge of any build- 
ing used by the public, shall place or allow to be placed, or to 
remain in any passage ways or aisles thereof, any bench, settees, 
chairs, stools or other obstruction in such manner as to prevent 
free egress in case of fire or accident, during the time when same 
may be opened to the public. 

Section 15. After the word "built" in the seventh line add 
the words "and slushed full." 

Section 16. At the beginning of this Section insert the io\- 
lowing ; 

Every metal column in a brick or masonry building shall 
on an iron plate of not less thickness than two inches. Wooden 
columns supporting girders and floors in such buildings shall 
rest on inch and a half iron plates with sockets to receive 
foot of the columns. Metal columns placed one on top ol 
another, shall have a plate at the top of each column, with pro 
jections on both sides to fit into cap and base of columns, to 
prevent slipping; and all columns shall have holes bored where 
directed by the Inspector, into and through the shell at right 
angles to the shaft, so as to show the thickness of shell. All 
bearing parts of columns and plates shall be turned or planed to 
true surfaces. 

Section 21. To be omitted. ^ 

Section 34. After word "used" in the eleventh line, add 
the words "Flue lining shall start "2 feet below first floor and 
extend up 2 foot above the roof."

Section 3o. After word " wnU" in sixth line, insert : 
The walla of the smoke flues of all low pressure boilers, ex- 
cepting those planned to heat a single dwelling or store or a 
group of not more than three apartments, all bakers' ovens, cook- 
ing ranges for boarding houses, hotels and restaurants, and 
laundry stoves, excepting those used by single families, shall be 
at least eight inches in thickness nnd hoed continuously on the 
inside with well burned clay or terra cotta pipe.
